Results of an 
agency survey show that county food 
pantries helped 19,997 families in 1989 
by .supplying 401,710 meals to 26,083 
adults and 24,452 children. In addition, the 
five county "soup kitchens" reported 
serving 24,452 meals to county residents. 
Agencies also reported serving a total of 
36,912 meals through holiday basket 
distribution, bringing the total meals 
supplied to 438,622. 

Agencies that have compared the 1989 
figures with those from 1988 find there is 
a greater need for food now than ever 
before, in fact, there is an overall 13.2 



percent increase in the number of families 
seeking help. Maija Heiti, director of 
C.O.O.L. Pantry, said, "The problem of 
hunger in Lake County is very real. In the 
past few months we have seen a steadily 
increasing number of families needing 
food. There has been a dramatic increase 
increase from December, 1988 to

In April of 1985, after my client 
made repeated demands for the return of- 
his ' money, Mr. Mason filed for 
bankruptcy and attempted to stick my 
client with the loss of the $5,000. An 
objection to this was filed with the 
bankruptcy court, charging Mr, Mason

The Realtors Political Action

There is no such entity at that 
address, said the gum shoes sent 
downtown. Only offices of 
political importance at that ad- 
dress are on the 11th floor: State 
of Illinois Republican State 
Finance Committee, Illinois 
House Campaign Committee and 
Citizens for Edgar. They also 
found out the mailing was most 
likely done for 8 cents each 
instead of 14 cents without the 
non-profit status. 

Those in the know say almost 
anyone can get the same break. 
All they have to do is ask, be 
Republican, and pay the mailing 
cost up front. But it's too late for 
this election. 

But Stu Piper in the party's 
main Springfield office told one 
caller otherwise.

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Contractor puts quality ahead of profit

In today's cutthroat competition 
between independent contractors it is rare 
to find one who puts the quality of the 
work ahead of the profit Even rarer is the 
contractor who views his work as art. 

But Klaus Neukirch of Knight's 
Armour in Wauconda is one of those rare 
people. 

Neukirch is the owner, operator, 
salesman, laborer and accountant of 
Knight's Armour. It is truly a one-man 
operation. 

Neukirch recently hit what he calls the 
pinnacle of his career when the National 
Association of the Remodeling Industry 
(NARI) awarded him the Contractor of the 
Year Award (Cot Y) for his work on the 
First Church of Christ Science in 
Barrington. His aluminum siding work on 
the cupola and trim of the church took 
him four months to complete and could be 
considered his crowing achievement. 

Church members had been hesitant to 
put aluminum siding over the wood, 
fearing that they would lose all the 
architectural detail. What they got, was a 
replica of the wood, that would last far 
longer. ' 

"They were really pleased when it was 
done," Neukirch said in an 
understatement. 

In fact, the church members were so 
pleased with his work', they sent him a . 
letter of congratulations, calling him a 
"true craftsman." 

During the four months that it took' to 
complete the project, Neukirch took 
pictures of the progress, knowing that the 
detail he was able to preserve would be 



worthy of CotY nomination. After 
completing the church, he sent in 36 
photos and a report detailing the amount 
of work and difficulties, which were 
numerous, that he faced during the 
project 

Neukirch was then awarded the 
Midwest contractor of the year award in 
the commercial specialty remodeling 
category for the cupola and trim work, an

What makes the award special to 
Neukirch is mat he beat out huge firms 
that employ several work crews. 

"It was a humbling experience to be 
in that company," he said. "Little by 
little. it's starting to sink in." 

In addition, Neukirch also beat out a 
two-time winner from New York. Later 
in the evening, the former winner gave 
him a lapel pin that was hand-made by 
his wife in honor of his first two awards. 

"I was really touched by that," 
Neukirch said. 
Craft over profit 

While the CotY award is something 
that will give him special recognition for 
one year, the craftsmanship that won him 
the award has been a part of his work 
every one of the 31 years he has been 
running Knight's Armor. 

"I got a niche and that niche got me 
this award," he said. 

That niche is approaching his work as 
a sculptor. And that niche is also taking 
the time to do the job right 

Neukirch takes as long as four times 



as long as most contractors. He also takes 
on harder jobs, like the cupola, that most 
contractors wouldn't touch. 

"A lot of the people I met said they 
wouldn't even quote a job like this," he 
said. 

Approaching aluminum siding work 
as an artist requires a lot of patience. It 
also means not cutting comers. 

"My conscience won't allow me to do 
that," he said. "If it takes me three times 
as long that's fine. I've got to get the job 
done right" 

But getting the job done right also has 
its price, less work. Because he takes 
three to four times as long as most, he 
charges more than most, making it harder 
to find the volume of work he needs to 
make business profitable. 

"It's hard to find people who can 
appreciate that quality," he said. "If I 
would have been business-wise, I could 
have retired by now." 

Instead, the 63-year-old Neukirch 
continues to pick up jobs, mostly on 
referrals, and approaches every job as an 
artist

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Congress chips away from retirement benefits

For more than a decade Congress has 
chipped away at retirement benefits for 
highly paid employees. This is a real 
problem. 

The highest pension a company can 
fund for today is $94,000 a year at age 65. 
This and other pension-law changes have 
severely limited the company's ability to 
reward high earners. 

As a result, many small corporations 
have had to stop making payments to 
their plans. Some have "topped out" 
which means they already have set aside 
the maximum pension amount. Others 
have given up the plans. 

A solution is the severance benefit plan 
authorized by Section 419A of the (ax 
code. A company can put into such a plan 
an amount sufficient to pay a benefit of 



up to two times the employee's annual 
compensation is fully tax-deductible 
although termination must be at least 
three years before normal retirement age. 

It works this way. A 46-year-old self- 
incorporated doctor earning $125,000 a 
year at the present time could put aside 
money to pay a benefit of almost $1 
million at termination. 

The benefit is based on the doctor's 
projected earnings at the time of his 



by making two $100,000 deposits 
followed by 14 payments of $12,000 
each. Everything he puts into the plan is 
tax deductible by the company. Payments 
can be spread out over time or "front- 
loaded" to get bigger immediate 
deductions. 

When the employee is "terminated," he 
can take his benefits from the plan either 
in a lump sum or over 24 months.

When a Chicago area upper 
middle class couple expected their 
first baby, Ann (not her real name) 
stopped using cocaine. But, her 
husband Jack, (not his real name), 
gave her five grams of cocaine on 
her birthday. She took it over a 
three-day period. When she went 
into labor, the fetal monitor 
registered 200 beats per minute. 
The baby lived, but suffered a 
stroke and brain damage. 
Despite a nationwide program to "Just 
Say No" to drugs, educators and doctors 
face a big challenge in the 1990s — to 
educate or treat children bom addicted to 
drugs. 

The number of infants bom with any 
type of drugs in their system is growing, 
according to statistics from the Illinois 
DepL of Children and Family Services. In 
fiscal year 1989,. the number of cases 
reported were 2,173^ compared to 181 in 
198S. This is a twelve-fold increase. In 
1990, experts predict more than 2,000 
babies will be born in Illinois with 
cocaine in their system. 

Although many of the women are 
young, uneducated, and from poor 
neighborhoods, others are educated, 
healthy and from affluent families. 

"One of the surprising things is over 
half of the mothers who deliver babies 
with drugs in their system are over 25 
years old," said; John Hamm, public 
■ information officer, DCFS. He said these 
are chronic drug users with several 



children at home.

"There's more reporting going on," he 
said. 

Currently, when a doctor suspects drug 
use with a pregnant woman, he runs a 
toxicology screen. Cocaine use by the 
mother either before or during pregnancy 
may still show up in the baby's system. 
An infant bom with cocaine in its system 
lasts five to seven days. 

The baby is bom with an increased heart 
rate, increased blood pressure, causing 
spontaneous abortion. 

In fact, many women take cocaine to 
induce labor or ease pain. 

"On the streets, one way to have an 
abortion is to use cocaine. On the other 
hand, the fetus may survive and is bom 
with a mental or physical defect." 

Cocaine may stay in the system for 
several days or months, depending on the 
severity, according to Tom Green, chief of 
communications of the DepL of Alcohol 
and Substance Abuse. 
. The stale will spend $140 million on 
drug abuse programs in fiscal year 1991, 
which is a 15 percent increase over the 
$122 million spent this fiscal year, 
according to Mike Shepard, of DASA. He 
added the programs will be aimed mostly 
at women. 

With all the prevention campagins his 
office promotes, part of the problem is 
outreach, he said.

Babies bom with a drug addition have 
certain disabilities that require more 
special education or medication. 

"Many of these children have a fow 
frustration level and short attention span. 
They need a lot of structure and one oh 
one direction," O'Keefe said. 

For the babies bom with some type of 
disability, it puts more demand on 
educators and health specialists because 
they're more expensive to take care of. 

Lake County School Supt. Sybil 
Yastrow said educators need to be aware of 
these children and may have to offer 



needs of the family, such as transpotation 
day care, family counseling." 

"Our department has a policy — to keep 
families together whenever possible. If we 
do take protective custody, we make 
efforts to return the child," Hamm said. 

Many women don't seek social services 
for their drug problem because they fear 
being jailed or losing their children, 
Hamm said. He said this is the tug of war 
his office faces daily. However, DCFS 
said his agency's main priority is to 
protect the child and help the family. 
DCFS does not seek criminal penalties for 
women who bear children with drug 
abuse. 
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Not only can a child be affected by drugs 
during pregnancy, but also can ingest 
cocaine through mother's milk or what 
she has smoked, Hamm said. . 

"(Cocaine babies) is not an unusual 
problem for society, but putting a hard 
burden on society involving the most 
innocent and vulnerable members of 
society," Hamm said. 
What is DCFS doing to reduce the 
problem? 

One thing DCFS is doing to reduce the 
number of affected babies is by working 
directly in the homes of families with 
drug use. With the Family First program, 
case workers go into the home to handle 
family problems. Another project was to 
fund NAPARE, which is headed by Dr, Ira 
Chasnoff, of Northwestern University 
Hospital, Chicago. 

The NAPARE also sponsored two 
national conventions to train 2,000 
counselors, social workers, medical staff 
to recognize drug abuse. , 

"We're working with other agencies so 
pregnant mothers and new mothers can 
receive treatm ent," Hamm said. One 
agency DCFS works with is the Dept. of 
Alcohol and Substance Abuse.

1 Tsp. butter, softened 

4 cups flour (all-purpose) 

1 tsp. baking soda 

1 tsp. salt 

1 to 1 1/2 cup buttermilk 

Preheat oven to 425 degrees. With a pastry brush coat a 
baking sheet evenly with the tablespoon of softened butter. 
Sift the flour, soda and salt together into a deep mixing 
bowl. Gradually add one cup of the buttermilk, beating 
constantly with a large spoon until the dough is. firm 
enough to be gathered into a ball. If the dough crumbles, 
beat up to one-half cup more buttermilk into it by the 
tablespoon until the particles adhere. 

Place the dough on a lightly floured board, and pat and 
shape it into a flat circular loaf about eight inches in 
diameter and 1 1/2 inches thick. Set the loaf on the baking 
sheet. Then with the tip of a small knife, cut a one-half 
inch deep X into the dough, dividing the top of the loaf into 
quarters.

Forest Preserve saves valuable 
wetland from destruction 



Long Lake civic leaders are lauding 
action taken by the Land Acquisition 
Committee of the Lake County Forest 
Preserve Dist. to designate for purchase 
approximately 80 acres of high grade 
wetland located at the southeast corner of 
the lake where Squaw Creek enters the 
lake. • 

"We're pleased that the committee 
recognized both the ecological and 
strategic value of this valuable resource," 
declared William Kercher, president of the 
Long, Lake Improvement and Sanitation 
Assn. who made a formal request for 
acquisition at a meeting at the district's 
Libcrtyvilte headquarters. 

The parcel, mostly marsh or under the 
lake,, is owned by Albert Barthcl of 
Ingleside, who acquired the parcel from the 
Lutheran Council of Greater Chicago last 
year. Approximately three to five acres is 
considered dry land. The entire island 
parcel is rated flood way or flood plain. 
- It is what Barthcl has done with the 
small dry parcel that galvanized the 
association into action to acquire for 
public use. Barthcl obtained a permit last 
summer from the Lake County Building 
Dept. to clear brush. Neighbors and the 
association objected to his erection of an 
electric fence and construction of 
temporary structures which they said 
violates floodplain use. 

Kercher told committee members that 
Barthel's use is setting a dangerous 
precedent considering that his land and 
nearby wetlands are the only Filtering 
system for the Mud Lake watershed that 
extends to points as far away as Ivanhoe 
and Wauconda. The watershed is the 
largest in the county, encompassing some 
25,000 acres. 

"We've got to keep that area in a 
natural state to protect the water quality in 
Long Lake," Kercher stated. '. 



Dr. Sander Sundbcrg, a resident of 
Long Lake who is a self employed water 
quality consultant, testified, that the 
highest and best use is as a natural area. 
Sundbcrg pointed out Ihat.thc ceo system 
also includes a 300-acre area known as 
Lake Lure south of Rtc. 134 that has been 
targeted for development by Lexington 
Homes. Lake Lure lies within the village 
limits of Round Lake. 

Kercher state that Barthcl acquired the 
parcel, now zoned agriculture, for $1,800. 
Barthcl has housed a horse on the island 
since last summer. , 

Dist. 4 County Board Rep. Suzic 
Schmidt of Lake Villa, said "by allowing 
the wetland to be degraded, access is being 
gained for development" 

Dist. 2 County Board Rep. John Balen 
of Waukegan moved for acquisition and 
Schmidt seconded. The motion 
immediately sparked a debate on procedure 
spearheaded by DisL 5 Rep.

QUESTION: What is conjunctivitis? 

ANSWER: Conjunctivitis, also' known as 'pink eye,' is a term used to describe the 
inflammation of the conjunctive, a thin, filmy membrane that produces mucus to 
lubricate the eye's surface.. The conjunctive is Tilled with tiny Wood vessels. When it 
becomes inflamed, these blood vessels enlarge and become more visible, hence the 
term pink eye. Other symptoms include discharge from the eyes and itching. These 
symptoms last for up to two weeks. 

Conjunctivitis may be caused by bacteria) infections or viruses. Both types are 
highly contagious among children and adults. Other people should take great care to 
avokf coming into contact with discharge from the pabenfs eyes. 

Because bacterial and viral conjunctivitis are treated with different techniques and
